Kaczynski's attorneys used various tactics to delay until January 5, 1998, 
the moment at which their irreconcilable conflict with him came to a head 

(a) Until November 25, 1997, Kaczynski's attorneys systematically deceived him 
about their intentions with respect to mental-status evidence. 

(b) Kaczynski's attorneys caused a three-week delay, from November 25, to Decem- 
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(a) Judge Burrell’s decision not to allow Kaczynski to represent himself was based 
on factual findings that were clearly erroneous. Kaczynski did not ask to represent 
himself for the purpose of delay — 

(b) Judge Burrell erred in ruling that Kaczynski's request to represent himself was 
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force a mental-status defense on him over his objections. 

Section 6. In forcing a mental-status defense on him over his objections, Kaczynski's 
attorneys rendered ineffective assistance.
